EXAMINATION FOR 


RURAL CARRIERS 


•-. The . United States 
.Commission announces 
tion at Marshfield and Grand Rapids 
on November 22 as a result .of which 
it. is expected to make certification to 
fill a vacancy in the position of rural 
carrier at Grand Rapids, Wisconsin, 
and other vacancies as they.may occur 
on rural routes at post offices in the 
above named county, unless it is found 
to be in the interest 'of the service- to 
fill the vacancy by 
reinstatement,, 


transfer, 
or ^promotion. 
The usual 


entrance salary for rural carriers is 
from 
$000.00 to $1,000 per annum. 


Age limit, IS to !55, on the date of 


the examination. The' maximum age 
limit '.is waived in cases of persons 
honorably discharged from the United 
States military or naval service. 


~A.n applicant must have his actual' 


domicile .in the territory supplied by a 
post office in the county for which 
the examination is announced. 


The examination is open to all male 


citizens of the United States who can 
comply with the requirements. 


'Application Form 1341, and 
full 


information concerning the require- 
ments 
of 
the 
examination, 
can 


be secured from the secretary of th<v 
local examining board or the 
post 


master at any of the places named 
above, or from the U. S. Civil Service 
Commission, Washington, D. C. 


TCligibles on registers 
established 


prior to March 1, 1912, can be consid- 
ered for appointment only at the oilice 
for which they were examined. Such 
eligibles may be examined within one 
5'ear from the date of their former 
examinations'Upon filing applications- 
shpwinv: that they rii'eet the require- 
ments of the new examination, their 
old eligibility for their home offices 
not being canceled. 


Applications should be properly ex- 


ecuted and filed with the Commission 
at Washington. 
As' examination pa- 


pers are shipped direct from the Com- 
mission to the-places of examination* 
it is1 necessary, that applications be 
-received in ample.'"time to arrange for 
the examination desired at the place 
indicated by the applicant. 
The Com- 


mission will therefore arrange to ex- 
amine any applicant whose applica- 
tion is received in time to permit the 
shipment of the necessary papers. 


An eligible register for the posi- 


tion of rural, letter carrier for each 
county will be maintained. 
A person 


must be examined in the county in 
which the post office that supplies his 
home is situatedi' As a result of such 
examination he -"may become eligible 
to appointment 'as rural carrier at any 
post office in such county. 
A rural 


letter carrier after one year's satis- 
factory service may be transferred to 
the position of cleark or carrier in-a 
first or second class postofiice, to the 
position of railway mail clerk, or to 
other positions in the classified service, 
subject to such examination as may 
be required by the civil service rules.

Another reform that was inaugurat- 


ed was to charge the city up with the 
hydrant 
rental' 
as 
well 
as the 


water used in the public places about 
where heretofore it has been allowed 
to run without anybody paying for it. 
The hydrant rental is a matter that 
the Tribune took up a number of years 
ago, urging that the city be charged up 
with and made to pay for this con- 
venience, but which the city officials 
thought was merely a matter of red 
tape, making the excuse that if there 
was any shortage that the public had 
to pay it anyway, and that if it was 
charged up it would only be taking 
money out of one pocket and putting 
it in another. 


While this sounded like trie truth, 


and has an element of truth in It, it 
was the wrong- way of doing business 
just the same, as has bec?n demonstrat- 
ed by the commission requiring the 
change. Heretofore, when there was a 
shortage in the water receipts; that is 
when the receipts were not enough to 
pay the operating expenses of the 
plant, nobody knew whether it was 
because the private users wore not 
paying- enough for their water, or 
whether 
the 
shortage came about 


from what the city was using. In fact 
there was nothing of a business char- 
acter on which to base things. 


Hereafter the city will be charged 


up at the rate of $5.00 per hydrant 
for rental, which will amount to more 
than $."00.00 per month, or more than 
six thousand dollars per year, and if 
there is a shortage now, with meters 
all over the city, it will be an easy mat- 
ter to adjust the rates on an equita- 
ble basis. 


Heretofore the water users of the 


city, provided the plant was on a 
paying, basis, not. only paid for the 
water he was using, but he, collectively 
also paid for the entire fire protection 
of the-city, while the man who owned 
a doxen houses, who might not be us- 
ing any water, paid nothing at all for 
fire protection, a scheme that was de- 
cidedly unjust to all concerned. 


While the new. plan may be one-'of 


taking money from one pocket and 
putting it in the other, it has the ad- 
vantage of being on a. business basis 
where everybody will know just the 
amount that is being transferred in 
this manner, and at the end of the 
year, if the system is not self-support- 
inpr the rates can be so adjusted that 
it will bo. a thing that could not be 
done under the old system.

Home Missions' council. The commit- 
.tee has canvassed all of the various 
associations that have had or are 
interested in special Sundays for tue 
observance of their respective move- 
ments through the churches.

result of the work of the committee, 
the following calendar lias been sug- 
gested for 1914. including a number 
of stated church and national non- 
days: January 4th, New Year's Sun- 
day; January 25th.
